At Grad Parties, Rabbi Warns 


WATERBURY, Conn, (P-O) — 
Some advice to parents on gradu- 
ation parties was repea ted 
again this year by Rabbi Joseph 
Smith of Beth El Synagogue 
(Conservative) here. 


Pointing out that the gradu- 
ates “are not quite adults,” Rab- 
bi Smith wrote in his bulletin 
that “some never will be if we 
Jet them combine liquor and gas- 
oline.” 

Rabbi Smith advised to limit 
the parties only to high school 
grads. “Graduating from grade 
8,” he wrote, “is no particular 
achievement.” 


He then went on to urge that 
“if you are having a party for 
your high school graduate, may 
we suggest that you keep it a 





closed party. This is mecessary 
to prevent being devoured by 
some hundred or more of roam- 
ing teen-agers often bent on no 
good.” 


The rabbi had another word of 
advice, too. 


“Also be sure that the guest of 
honor, your graduate, stays at 
home so that your guests can 
offer him their felicitations.” 


As a parting shot, Rabbi Smith 
told his congregants to “keep 
hard liquor carefully guarded and 
out of the reach of graduates.” 
He added, “Let us have a perm. 
anent moratorium on home pat- 
ties which result in our young: 
sters getting ‘into the hair’ of the 
rest of the citizenry, when police 
have to be called out.” 





ISRAEL MAY STRIKE FIRST 


LONDON (P-O) — While av- 
thoritative sources indicate that 
Ben Gurion is alerting world 
leaders to the Arab build-up of 
their war-machine, there are 
some indications that he may be 
warning them at the same time 
that Israel will not sit back and 
wait for the attack. 


This view is reflected in a re- 
cent talk by Israeli General Yi- 
gal Allon, currently in England 
to study. General Allon told the 
participants in a Hebrew Semi- 
nar at Brighton, “If an Arab at- 
tack on Israel were known to be 
on the way, Israel might be 





forced to start an interceptive 
counter-attack, even though the 
enemy forces had not yet crossed 
the frontier.” 


While the UN, some of Israel’s 
Liberal and Socialist friends, ard 
even Jews in Israel and the Dias- 
Pora, might condemn this, Gen- 
eral Allon asserted, it might well 
be a questien of life or death for 
Israel.

In a three-way interview fol- 
lowing the Hillel meeting, Prof.

as well as non-Jewish girls. 
One reason for some Jewish 


girls going out with non-Jewish 
boys, Spilka said, is that they 
are left out in the cold when 
Jewish boys, date non-Jewish 
girls. 

Prof. Spilka and Rabbi Elefant 
reported a surprising interest 
among some non-Jewish students 
in Judaism. A few popular stu- 
dents expressed the desire to con- 
vert to Judaism. Several attend 
Hillel meetings. Part of the in- 
terest of non-Jewish girls, Spilka 
said, on the basis of a survey in 
a psychology class, is the lure 
of Jewish boys who they see 
stereotyped as “good family men 
and providers.” 


Rabbi Elefant plans to make a 
study for his advanced work in 
psychology on the attitudes of 


Jewish professors towards their 
faith and their negative impact 
on Jewish students if they, as 
many do? separate themselves 
from the Jewish community be- 
cause they are intermarried.

Ben Gurion will make a tri- 
umphant return to Israel early 
next week, winding up four 
jumps ahead of all other politi 
cal parties in the forthcoming 
elections.

Even after the Cuban crisis sim- 
mered down there were indica- 
tions Kennedy did not want to 
complicate his scheduled meet 
ings with DeGaulle and Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev by going 
into the Arab-Israel dispute with 
Ben Gurion, 

Pressure was exerted on Ker- 
nedy, however, in Washington 
and plans had to be held up until 
the American President finaly 
decided to give in and flashed tne 
green signal to Ben Gurion. Had 
Kennedy not agreed to see the 
Israeli leader, the U. S. leg of 
his North American trip would 
have been scrapped and he wouid 
have gone directly back to Eu- 
rope after the Canadian discus- 
sions. 





Protests of Jewish Leaders 
Limited By Time Shortage 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Ameri- 
can Jewish leaders filed in ard 
out of Ben Gurion’s suite at the 
Waldorf-Astoria in between the 
public functions and state meet- 
ings, trying to persuade him to 
stop assailing Jews outside cf 
Israel with his remarks about a 
full Jewish life being only in 
Israel. The visitors also took BG 
to task for his statement that a 
true Zionist would come to Is 
rael to live and place his status 
as a Jew above any obligation 
he might owe to America or ary 
other country. 


The Zionists met Ben Gurion 
as did the delegates to the Pres- 
idents’ Conference and members 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. 


The Jewish leaders were pre- 
pared to discuss their complaints 
with Ben Gurion extenstively, 
but the prime minister made it 
clear that the time available fcr 
the discussions was strictly lim- 
ited. Circles close to the premier 
indicated that Ben Gurion. might 
be willing to go into these mat- 
ters when he returns to Israel. 


Members of the Presidents’ 
Conference may charter a plane 
for a trip to Israel during the 


summer or fall and continue the 


talks begun in New York. 


American Jewish ieaders were 
criticized by Canadian Jewish 
Congress President Samuel 
Bronfman who told The POST 
and OPINION after his meeting 
with Ben Gurion that he believes 
the American Jews are pretty 
thin-skinned to have taken um- 
brage at the prime minister’s re- 
marks. 

Asked how he reacted to Ben 
Gurion’s declaration that it is 
possible for a Jew to live a full 
Jewish life only in Israel, Bronf- 
man, one of Israel’s top financial] 
benefactors, replied that, of 


course this was nonsense but 
that Ben Gurion was entitled to 
believe it if he wished to do so. 
Bronfman added that Ben Gur- 
ion’s objective is to increase im- 
migration to Israel and not to 
lacerate sensitive feelings. 


Those who resent the prime 
minister’s way of winning new 
citizens for Israel have only 
themselves to blame for being 
too sensitive, Bronfman asserted. 
He added that Israel is doing a 
fine job undef Ben Gurion’s lead- 
ership and has evoked world- 
wide admiration for her pro- 
gress. Many Jews who have 
never Offered a helping hand in 
Israel’s development, he asserted, 
are benefitting from the in- 
creased dignity which Israel has 
brought to Jews the. world over, 


Asked why Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, with whom Bronfman is 
closely associated in the World 
Jewish Congress, feels so con- 
cerned about Ben Gurion’s re: 
marks, Bronfman replied that 
while he (Bronfman) takes a 
broader view of the issue, Gold- 
mann views it from a strictly Zi- 
onist point of view. 


Goldmann, it is understood, re- 
ceived a blistering cable from 
Ben Gurion after a press con- 
ference in which he criticized 
Ben Gurion for remarks attrib- 
utéd to him by the press: Ben 
Gurion pointed out that Gold- 
mann should have waited to read 
the text of the controversial ad- 
dress and should not have r@ 
lied on newspaper reports. 


Goldmann is reported to have 
replied to Ben Gurion’s cable in 
a placatory manner, expressing 
satisfaction that the prime mini 
ster’s remarks had not been cor 
rectly quoted in the press. Gold- 
mann reportedly suggested thas 
Ben Gurion make this clear dure 
ing his visit to the United States.

Tribute to Late 


I first met 
Harry Henshel 
about 25 years 
ago. We were 
attending a 
convention of 
the Amateur 
Athletic Union 
of the United 
States and 
Henshel, as a a 
member of the Fleishman 
United States Olympic Commit- 
tee, was leading a fight to keep 
American athletes from compet- 
ing in the Olympic Games in Nazi 
Germany. Henshel’s contention 
was that the Olympic Games in 
Germany in 1936 would be used 
by Hitler as a propaganda device. 
We lost that issue by a very 
close vote ... but Hershel was 
eventually proved right. The 
Nazis did do everything they 
could to make propaganda out of 
the Olympics. 


HENSHEL WAS a Jew who 
didn’t fit into any specific cate- 
gory. I doubt whether he at- 
tended temple or Sypagogue very 
often. He certainly was not a 
Zionist. He probably didn’t even 
know what a Zionist was But he 
loved Israel and made trips back 
and forth more often than most 
of us would go to Kirkwood. 
During the war, as chief of staff 
of General Bradley’s E‘ghth 
Army, he helped the Palestinian 
Jews in more ways than can even 
now be told. 


It wasn’t until I visited Israel 
myself that I found out what a 
great man Henshel was in Israel. 
Almost every official of the gov- 
ernment knew and loved Hen- 
shel. He and they engaged in 
very frank discussions about 
what they thought was best for 
the country. They knew how he 
had helped the Haganah and the 
underground. They took more 
from him than they would from 
most others. They looked upon 
him as one of their own, 


HENSHEL WAS the movirg 
spirit behind the United States 
Committee for Sports In Israel. 
He looked into the future of Is- 
rael and saw that in addition to 
food, clothing and shelter, the 
Israelis would eventually need 
more ...Mmuch more to make a 
full life for themselves. That’s 
why he helped organize and get 
support for the Orde Wingate

Choice for U.S. Zionists 


American Zionists are con- 
fronted with a “do or die” chal- 
Jenge in having to raise their own 
funds for the American Zionist 
Council and re-shifting their em- 
phasis to communal work in this 
country. 

The chal 
lenge was 
highlighted by 
Nahum Gold- 
mann last 
week at a din- 
ner in his hon- 
or, where he 
was given the 
first Louis D. 
Brandeis . Goldmann 
award, by the American Zionist 
Council. 

While Goldmann has been 





years to unite into one federa- 
tion of Zionists, he indicated last 
week that, unless this is done 
soon, the factors that have weak- 
ened Zionism in this country will 
deal the movement its death 
blow. Welding the eight Zionist 
groups into one organization, he 
claims, will enable them to pene- 
trate and influence general Jew- 
ish life for the kind of survival 
to which Zionists aspire. 

The Zionists listened attentive- 
ly and applauded heavily but 
whether or not they approved 
his request to drop their party 
differences, remained question- 
able. 

If fund-raising for their own 
Zionist Council is any indication 
of how far party Zionists will 
80 to drop their partisanship ard 
support an overail body, the re- 
sults are less than encouraging. 





While the top leadership of the 
various Zionist grouDs is re- 
sponding to the request for funds 
by the council, there seems to be 
difficulty in obtaining any sup- 
port from rank and file Zionists. 

A pre-dinner, cocktail party re- 
sulted in the enrollment of 12 
additional members in the Na- 
tional Sponsors Socity whose 
membership consists of those 
pledging an annual contribution 
of $100 to $1,000. Previous lunch- 
eons at which Nahum Goldmann 
personally made the appeal for 
funds for the council, have 
brought the number of sPponsois 
close to 100 or perhaps more. 
Nevertheless, the dinner was not 
recognizable as a financial suc- 
cess. The extent of fund-raisirg 
was a request by American Zion- 
ist Council President Rabbi Ir 
ving Miller, as the people were 
standing and ready to leave, that 
they send in the pledge cards 
that were on the table, with their 
pledges. or contributions. 

Socially, however, the dinner 
was very successful. Ben Gurion 
dropped his feud with Goldmann 
long enough to record a tape 
which was played at the dinner, 
praising “his old friend Nahum” 
in warm glowing terms.

Jailbreak and Capture 
Recalls Chicago of ‘20’s 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — A pris- 
on break, the quick spreading of 
a Police dragnet and the capture 
of one escaped felon after he 
had been brought down by po- 
lice bullets, gave Israel a thrill 
during the week reminiscent of 
Chicago of the roaring twenties. 


The wounded prisoner was Nah-

NEW YORK (P-O) — Ameri- 
cans got a glimpse of the Israeli 
versionn of a “wild west” film 
with the opening here at the 
Symphony Theatre, 95th St. and 
Broadway, of “They Were Ten.” 

While most Israeli movies to 
date have been documentaries 
or films about the War of In- 
dependence, the country, now 13 
years old,, seems to be asking, 
“How was it in the beginning?” 
and Producer-Director Baruch 
Diener appears to have supplied 
the answer. 

The film has all the drama 
of the “Western” including 
clashes between old-timers (the 
Arabs) and newcomers (the 
early Zionists) over water and 
the old hassle of cattlemen ver- 
sus farmers.

MARSEILLES, France (P-O) — 
A Jewish Shanty-town or Ghet- 
to is in the making in this port 
city, to which thousands of Jews 
are flocking for refuge from an 
increasingly inhospitable North 
Africa. 

Seven years of hostilities in 
Algeria, which have unsett!ed 
economic conditions, Nasser’s 
drive to swing all of North Af- 
rica into the Arab League and 
spreading anti-Semitism in Mo- 
rocco have been contributory fac- 
tors to the flood-tide of migra- 
tion which has engulfed Mar. 
seilles. 


Jews without jobs, Jews who 
have lost their property and their 
businesses, Jews from the North 
African hinterland who found no 





foothold in the crowded cities, 
Jews with relatives already in 
France or Israel have pulled up 
stakes to go in search of new 
homes and better lives. And this 
is where they have come. 

They live in chicken coops, tar- 
paper shacks, cheap hotels, slum 
tenements or double up with rel- 
atives as poor as_ themselves. 
Thousands are in need of help. 
They are hungry and cold and 
sick. They need food and cloth- 
ing and shelter. They need medi- 
cal care and education and guid- 
ance. 

Some aid has come from the 
French .Government, which pro- 
vides various kinds of public 
assistance for the newcomers, 
especially the French nationals

Heroic efforts are under way 
to try and amelliorate the lot of 
the emigrants. Local committees 
have been organized on social 
welfare, religious and education- 
al affairs. One of the projects 
they have agreed upon and be- 
gun planning for, is the construc- 
tion of a big new community 
center. 

FSJU leaders in Paris and JDC 
executives are considering in- 
auguration of a resettlement pro 
gram which would assist the 
newcomers in moving out of over- 
crowded Marseilles to other parts 
of France or to other countries, 

The FSJU has appointed a new 
director for Southern France with 
the immediate assignment of re- 
organizing the Marseilles office, 
studying the situation and help- 
ing stimulate local fund-raising 
efforts. 

In the bare brown hills on the 
outskirts of Marseilles, overlook- 
ing the rocky seacoast, stands a 
once-elegant chateau whose for- 
mal garden is now overgrown 
with weeds. Napoleon is sup- 
posed to have slept there. The 
chateau was once filled with can- 
dlelight and the rustle of silken 
ballgowns. 

Today, it is the Marseilles 
Jewish Children’s Home. Here 
live the boys and girls whose 
parents are divorced or jill and 
unable to work or who have been 
lost in the baffling post-war 
melee. A few months ago, five 
boys celebrated their bar mitzva 
at the Home in a collective cere- 
mony. A Shabbat service is held 
every Friday night by the chi!- 
dren with singing, kiddush and 
dances. 
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Canada Has 


Top Jewish 
Community 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Canada 
has one of the finest Jewish com. 
munities in the world, according 
to South African Chief Rabbi L, 
I. Rabinowitz, as quoted by the 
correspondent of the South Af- 
rican Jewish Record. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz said that he 
found much stronger ties with 
traditional Judaism in Canada 
than he did in the United States, 
Also, he declared, he found an ad- 
mirable Canadian Jewish school 
system and a keen and active 
interest on the part of Canadian 
Jews in Israel. 

On the subject of the United 
States Jewish community, he 
said, “There is a tremendous de. 
velopment of Orthodox Jewish 
education but I was perturbed 
that it seems to be going hand 
in hand with an increasing dis- 
association from Israel. It is a 
purely Torah education. The na- 
tional element plays no part at 
all.” 


Rabbi Rabinowitz said he was 
thrilled during his world tour toe 
find, the extent to which Burma 
is thriving under the tutelage 
of Israelis who are aiding the 
Burmese in road building, bank. 
ing and the establishment of kib- 
butzim on the Chinese border, 

“Certainly the most fascinat- 
ing of all,” declared the Chief 
Rabbi, “was the group of kib- 
butzniks on the frontier, showing 
the Burmese how to establish 
frontier settlements combining 
agriculture and defense.” 

On the “awakening of the Far 
East,” Rabbi Rabinowitz said: 
“With the exception of Hong 
Kong, the main impression is 
that self-determination and free 
dom from alien domination is 
the outstanding factor of the ef- 
fervescing Far East. I found no 
hatred of the white man,”

The ex- 
istence of Jewish kindergarten 
classes indicates that both the 
Jewish community and the State 
are desirous of assuring that 
Judaism in Yugoslavia shall have 
a future. 


After World War II, most of 
the Jews in Yugoslavia migrated 
to Israel but the 6,000 Jews re- 


maining, found that life in Com- 





munist Yugoslavia could offer 
many freedoms denied the Jew- 
ish Community in the Soviet 
Union, 

The Jewish Review, the o7 
gan of the Federation of Jewish 
Communities in Yugoslavia, re 
ports on the various activities 
of the community and calls at- 
tention to the fact that Yugo 
slavia President Tito replied cor- 
dially to a greeting sent him on 
the occasion of the Jewish New 
Year by the Federation. 


The Federation sent a telegram 
to the World Zionist Congress 
which was read at the general 
meeting of the Congress in Is- 
rael and carried in the Israeli 
press. 


Moshe Guron, Charge d’Af- 
faires of the Israeli Legation of 
Belgrade, visited Zagreb Jan. 15 
last with his wife.

One morning not long ago I 
heard part of a day-time radio 
program of Garry Moore's in 
which he was spreading the word 
about a new project. The radio 
is in the bedroom and I was 
working in the kitchen when he 
mentioned the name of the group 
but it sounded something like 
RIEL and its purpose is to help 
the middle-income man when he 
gets into a tight spot because 
of some emergency. 


As Moore pointed out, the very 
wealthy or very Poor were not 
confronted with such a situation 
—the rich would weather any 





ordinary financial reverse and 
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the very poor had recourse to 
charity or such organizations as 
the Salvation Army. 


At any rate, Garry continued, 
the way RIEL came into being 
was that in Larchmont this faim- 
ily had, through some misfor- 
tune, found itself in sad financial 
straits and the husband had gone 
to his rabbi. The rabbi (said Mr 
Moore) not having much knowl- 
edge of financial matters had 
himself gone to a prominent 
member of his congregation who 
had forthwith taken the young 
man under his wing, studied his 
set-up, advised him how to cut 
out or cut down here and there, 
make this or that adjustment 
and presto, the family was back 
on its feet again. 


That was the beginning of 
RIEL and Moore wanted to see 
it function all over the country. 

Now I agree that the middle- 
income group is in a peculiarly 
unfavorable position (though it 
may not be walking continually 
on the edge of a precipice, as Mr. 
Moore described it) and that sim- 
ilar RIEL groups, made up of fi- 
nancially expert middle-income 
members ready to be of assist- 
ance to their peers in emergen 
cies, would be a boon in all com- 
munities. 


But I have an even more ur- 
gent job for RIEL. These middle- 
income people were smart 
enough to get into that bracket 
in the first place and not remain 
among the poverty stricken, pen- 
niless poor. They do have an in- 
come. Let RIEL help teach them 
how to live within that income 
so they won’t get anywhere near 
the precipice. 


Let RIEL start with that ounce 
of prevention so jt won’t have to 
spend so much time and effort 
on the pound of cure. Educate 
these people on the REAL cost 
of living in, say, a $15,000 or 
$30,000 home, before the couple 
has taken the crucial step and 
bought the home, not after they 
find themselves too involved to 
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Is it Israel’s Bar or Bat Mitzvah? 


see their way out of a financial 
mess. 


How about making surveys, 
RIEL, and publishing the find- 
ings, showing all the unexpected 
expenses that come up with un: 
expected regularity to most 
homeowners — and the more 
expensive the home the greater 
the upkeep — the repairs needed 
and worn-out equipment to be re- 
placed, the actual cost each year 
of keeping a lawn and garden in 
presentable condition, the insur-

There are words, such as “So- 
ecialism” and “Nationalism,” 
which mean many things. Be- 
sides these words evoke varying 
emotional reactions in different 
people and different places no 
matter what 
they mean. In 
the American 
Jewish Com- 
mittee, fifteen 
years ago, “Zi- 
onism” was a 
dirty word, 
even though 
the committee 
even then was 
mildly friendly 
towards the Jewish effort in Pal- 
estine and is today warmly 
friendly. In certain circles of Old 
Zionists, the very word “Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee’ is still a 
dirty word, despite the indisput- 
able fact that the Zionists have 
during the years moved away 
from the old Jewish nationalism 
and the committee has during 
the same years moved closer to 
what some ‘Zionists now cali 
“Jewish peoplehood.” 

LOUIS BRANDEIS was not 
afraid of the phrase “Jewish 
nationalism,” but today Ameri- 
can Zionists who claim that they 
are the only Jews in America 
who love Israel, are in mortal 
fear of such a designation. 

The plain fact is that the word 
“Nation” as used in this coun- 
try and the same word, as used

in Europe, has many meanings. 
In America, “nation” is primarily 
a term denoting a geographic- 
political entity. In Europe, it 
means — at least, it used to 
mean — primarily an ethnic 
group sharing the same history 
and the same culture, 


IN SOVIET Russia, the Jews 
are still recognized as a separate 
“nationality,” although it is about 
the only one in the Union which 
is deprived of even the limited 
national rights it once had under 
Lenin and Stalin and’ which other 
nationalities enjoy. In the United 
States “nationality” means the 
same thing as “citizenship.” 

There are bi-national and tri- 
national and multi-national states 
in this world: Belgium, Canada 
Switzerland, Soviet Russia. But 
they do not all use the same 
terminology. In Canada, for in- 
stance, the French-Canadians ard 
the English-Canadians were de- 
scribed in the famous Durham 
Report of over a century ago, as 
“two nations warring in the bos- 
om of a single state.” 


TODAY THE French-Canadi- 
ans no longer refer to themselves 
as “a nation” or a “nationality,” 
but use other words which mean 
about the same thing as when 
the Polish or Russian Jews used 
to speak of themselves as Polish 
or Russian citizens of the Jewish 
nationality, or Jewish nationals 
of Polish or Russian citizenship.

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Adams, in his letter to Manuel 
Noah, spoke of the Jewish “na 
tion” whom he wished both the 
restoration of its national home- 
land in Palestine and equal rights 
as citizens wherever they 
dwelled. Today the word “Jewish 
nation” is taboo. 

In Israel the accepted idea is 
that there is one Jewish Nation 
(UMMA) scattered all over the 
world, which has one State 
(MEDINA) which contains only 
a portion of the nation. But that 
is not the conception of most 
American Jews. They look upon 
themselves as part and parcel of 
the American nation, with some 
corner in their soul for affinity 
with the Jews of the world and 
with Israel. 

Some of the Zionist thinkers 
speak of that corner as “people- 
hood.” Most Jews equate it with 





religion and nothing else, though, 


undoubtedly, it is more than just 
religion. Salo Baron once said 
that an American Jew is either 
85 per cent or 90 per cent or 95 
per cent American and only 5 
per cent to 15 per.cent Jewish, 
but that difference between 5, 
10 and 15 per cent is extremely 
important. He is probably right. 

It is a highly complicated prub- 
lem, which most American Jews 
try to render in simple formulas. 
The words do not mean the same 
thing, and the thing itself has 
undergone many changes, 

THE GERMAN and French na- 
tions are not the same as the 
American nation. The American 
Jew is neither the assimilated 
German or French Jew on the 
one hand, nor the Polish or Rus- 
sian Jew or the German Zionist 
on the other hand. He is some- 
thing in between, which defies 





definition. 
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‘More Jewish’ or ‘More American’ is Conflict of Semantics Not Ideas 


When the Jews came to Po- 
land, the Polish nation was al- 
ready a finished product and the 
Jews lived in their midst and 
in the midst of the Lithuanians 
and White Russians and Ukrain- 
ians aS a separate national en. 
tity, with not only its“own re- 
ligion, but its own language — 
or rather languages (Hebrew and 
Yiddish). When the Jews can.e 
to America, they found a nation 
still in the making and, they be- 
came one of the ingredients, and 
within one generation, they shed 
their distinctive language and be- 
came culturally assimiliated. 

SO, WHATEVER wrong we 
may find with Ben Gurion’s tac- 
tics, he is right in asserting that. 
American Jews are different, as 
Jews, from the Jews of Eastern 
Europe. But he, too, is committ- 
ing the error of over-simplifica- 
tion. 
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Jewish Schools Teach ‘Relative’ Not ‘Absolute’ Correctness 


NEW YORK (P-O) The cur- 
riculum of Jewish schools is 


geared to “relative correctness” 
rather than to “absolute” cor- 
rectness, according to Emil L. 
Fackenheim, leading Jewish re- 
ligious thinker and author, who 


is an associate professor of Phil- 
osophy at the University of To- 


ronto 
Writing in “Commentary,” a 
magazine published by the Amer- 
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ican Jewish Committee, Dr. 
Fackenheim declares that he has 
been “deeply disturbed by this 
disposition of our present day 
synagogue-trained adolescents to 
assume that all religious and 
moral beliefs are wholly rela- 
tive to upbringing and environ- 
ment.” 

“What is wrong,” he _ asks, 
“with a synagogue school, if it 
can impart no substantial con- 
viction to these young people? 
Nothing is wrong, I am told; 
their attitude merely reflects an 
admirable broad-mindedness — 
a wholesome self-criticism. Yet 


| it is hard to find anything whole- 


some in the rest of the standard 
opening discussion that used to 
take place in these former con- 
firmation classes of mine. 

“In trying to challenge the 
relativism of my students, I 
would cite extreme and repellent 
examples of conflicting belief. 
‘What about cannibalism? What 














about Nazism? Wouldn’t you say 
that at least these are absolute- 
ly wrong and false beliefs?’ 

“On this, some of the students 
would surrender. But others 
were prepared to regard even 
Nazism with relativistic ‘impar- 
tiality.” ‘We may think we are 
right and they are wrong. But 
they think the exact opposite. 
So who is to make an impartial 
decision?’ 

“It has frequently been said 
that relativism springs from an 
acquaintance with the sciences. 
If it is true that people in differ- 
ent societies (or with different 
psychological make-up) believe 
differeht things, is it not also 
‘scientific’ to conclude that reli- 
gious belief is entirely a matter 
of upbringing and environment? 

“But relativism does not logi- 
cally follow from psychological 
or anthropological premises. If 
all members of a given tribe 
were brought up to believe that 
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two and two make five, we, on 
our part, would simply regard 
this belief as mistaken. Why 
should it be denied that in mor- 
ality and religion too, one can 
find grounds for choosing be- 
tween conflicting beliefs — to be 
sure very different grounds 
from.the mathematical kind, but 
grounds all the same? 


“However, the relativism of 
our adolescents (or for that 
matter of their parents and 
teachers) is scarcely ever the 
result of thought — knowledge 
of the facts and persistent re- 
flection on them. It is almost 
invariably a convenient substi- 
tute for thought. For once one 
has embraced a wholesale rela 
tivism on questions of moral or 
religious’ truth, one is freed of 
the necessity to give them any 
further thought. 


“My impression is, indeed, 
that it is precisely because rela- 
tivism provides so easy a solu- 
tion to difficult problems that 
the social sciences are seized 
upon to lend their support to 
it — the social sciences them- 
selves are not the original 
source. Nor can the source be 
regarded as a desire on the 
part of our adolescents to be 
broad-minded, pluralistic and tol- 
erance. For tolerance does not

only imply relativism but actual. 
ly inncompatible with it. 

“It is entirely possible to de 
fend everyone’s right to his jp. 
dividual beliefs and even to 
strain every nerve to understand 
the beliefs of another and yet tg 
be passionately convinced of the 
truth of one’s own beliefs, In. 
deed, to believe in tolerance, jg 
to regard at least one thing — 
tolerance itself — as absolutely 
right and to condemn as absos 


liefs which conflict with it, 

“Had they, for example, merely 
believed in tolerance, my stus 
dents should not have hesitated 
for a moment to condemn Na- 
zism*as the worst form of in- 
tolerence imaginable. Why then 
should the absurd presuppostion 
that in order to be tolerant one 
must embrace relativism, be so 
popular in our liberal middle. 
class society?” 
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Africa’s Leaders Like Israeli Frankness 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA — A-friend recently 
returned to Israel from a mis- 
sion to an African country re- 
ported to me on an enlightening 
conversation which he had held 
with one of the leaders of a 
newly emer- 
gent state on 
that continent. 
Said the Afri- 
can leader: 
‘Many coun- 
tries offer us 
their help, and 
insist that their 
sole motive is 
to extend a 
helping hand Alpert 
where aid is needed. We are 
skeptical of such offers; there 
is no altruism in international 
affairs. When we ask Israel why 
you offer assistance you tell us 
frankly that you want our frien?- 
ship. You say that today you 
help us, and you hope that in 
ease of need we will help you. 
This we understand; this is rea- 
sonable, and this we like.” 

On this realistic basis Israel’s 
relations have grown with more 
than a score of countries in Af. 
rica and Southeast Asia. Yet, 
doubts are sometimes expressed 
as to whether our efforts in this 
direction are worth the time, ef- 
fort and manpower which we de- 








vote to them. The African states 
continue to maintain close rela- 
tions with Nasser; they some- 
times subscribe to collective for- 
eign Policy statements which are 
critical of Israel. 


WHAT WE must bear in mind 
is that our relations with these 
countries are normal relations. 
We are not buying their souls. 
They remain free agents, They 
live on a continent where Abdul 
Nasser is still the strong man, 
and their own interests dictate 
that they remain on good terms 
with him. To expect any Afri 
can state defiantly to flout Egypt 
as a gesture of its friendship to 
Israel is extremely naive. 

In the general picture, Israel 
enjoys a favorable position, des- 
pite the occasional political reser- 
vations. For one thing, we are 
more welcome in the newly 
emancipated countries than any 
of the great powers. There is 
no fear of Israel. We are not 
a colonial power, and it is ob- 
vious that we have no imperialist 
or expansionist ambitions. In 
deed, in the wake of the Eich- 
mann trial, Israelis are emerging 
in a new light in African eyes: 
as a people who had been iragi-. 
cally treated by the European 
powers, as the Africans had been 
in the colonial era; and as a

have done. They recognize Israel 
as a product of circumstances 
which they can understand in 
view of their own history. 


Our relations with the under- 
developed countries take several 
forms. One is purely commercial. 
Israel contracting firms, compet- 
ing with countries from other 
parts of the world, have sue: 
ceeded in outbidding competitors 
for the erection of public build- 
ings, construction of airfields and 
highways, the planning and exe- 
cution of irrigation projects, the 
designing of cities and towns, 
ete. Indeed, further Israel activ- 
ity in this direction is limited by 
our own resources and manpow- 
er, and not by the opportunities. 

INDIVIDUAL Israeli experts 
have been sent to serve in these 
countries even when their serv- 
ices we urgently required at 
home. Not long ago the U. N. 
advertised in the local press that 
it was prepared to engage ex- 
perts in the fields of economics, 
statistics, social and communal 
organization for work in Africa. 
It was difficult to find suitable 
personnel to fill the posts of- 
fered. 

Israel also provides training for 
large numbers of individual Af- 
ricans. Many of them are brouglt 
to Israel where they are put 
through special schools ard 
courses. Perhaps the more im- 
portant training is that provided 
in their own lands. Outstanding 
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is the kind of help given by the 
Technion, Israel Iinstitute of 
Technology. Despite demands on 
its academic staff at home, the 
Technion has granted leave of 
absence to leading faculty mem- 
bers who have gone to Africa 
to organize or systematize the 
whole program of technological 
and engineering education, which 
may in the long run make it 
possible for the new states to 
stand on their own feet — even 
as the Technion has played a 
similar role in Israel’s economy. 
Thus Technion staff members are 
to be found today in such posts 
as Dean of the Imperial College 
of Engineering at Addis Ababa; 
head of the pre-engineering de- 
partment at the University of 
Monroyia, Liberia; Senior Lec- 
turer at the Kumasi Technical 
College in Ghana; Advisor i 
Town Planning to the govern- 
ment of Eastern Nigeria; Advi- 
sor in Engineering Geology to 
the government of Guinea, ete, 
We must not expect miracles 
from this program. Our rela- 
tions with these countries is 
frank, open, above-board. They 
treasure their newly won inde- 
pendence and would be quick to 
resent any feeling that somedne 
is trying to “influence” them. In 
our dealings with them and their 
leaders we have come to like 
them precisely because they are 
not given to hypocrisy or the 
double-talk which is more euphe- 
mistically known as diplomacy. 
We consider them honest friends, 
and hope we shall get along well, 
to the mutual interest of each. 
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Urges Jewish Community Not Reject Mixed Troths 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The Jew- 
ish community should not turn 
its back too hastily on mixed 
marriages, in the opinion of Dr. 
Kenneth Rivkin, Associate Rabbi 
of the Stephen Wise Free Syna- 
gogue. 

“When a Jewish boy chooses 
for his wife a girl who is not 
Jewish,” writes Rabbi- Rivkin in 
the “Reconstructionist,” “the im- 
age created in the popular mind, 
is that he has turned his back 
on Judaism. Is this perhaps a 
reverse image? Is it Judaism 
which is turning its back on the 
Jewish boy and refusing to con- 
sider any possibility except that 
he is lost to Judaism? 

“Is the refusal based on emo- 
tionalism and a facile precon- 
ceived automatic response rather 
than on an honest effort to think 
the problem through and dis- 
cover the solution most helpful 








both to Judaism and to the un- 
happy couple involved? 

Calling attention to the fact 
that often the marriage is re- 
fused unless a conversion takes 
place, Rabbi Rivkin states, “T 
am firmly convinced that this is 
a refusal to take advantage of 
a situation that is alive with pos- 
sibilities. I am convinced that 
the time has arrived to re-ex- 
amine a policy which so often has 
consequences directly contrary 
to the objectives it is intended 
to achieve and to put forward a 
position at once more consistent 
and logical as well as more sensi- 
tive for the guidance of modern 
liberal Judaism.” 

Rabbi Rivkin emphasizes that 
democratic concepts that “all 
men are equal” have accelerated 
the trend toward mixed mar- 
riages. The same concepts, he 
adds, have lessened the likeli- 








hood of the marriage resulting 
in ‘assimilation,” 

“A Jew,” writes Rabbi Rivkin, 
“does not have to accept Chris- 


*tianity to live as a full-fledged 


member of Western society. This 
is not to say that there are no 
pressures upon him to abandon 
Judaism but that these pressures 
are subject to resistance in many 
ways. 

“Even should the individual 
Jew wish to leave the Jewish 
fold, he can do so easily enough 
without joining another religious 
group. The vital difference be- 
tween the position of the Jews 
now and two hundreds years ago 
is that whereas external forces 
then made it virtually impossible 
for a Jew to intermarry and re- 
main Jewish, now he can. remain 
Jewish if two conditions are pres- 
ent. One is that he desires to 
live as a Jew. The other is that 
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Pen, Shaver & Lighter Clinic 
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the Jewish community accept 
him and his family as Jewish. 

“I would like to consider why 
the Jewish community should, in 
fact, accept him and his family 
as Jewish, I myself find most 
persuasive, the fact that the man 
his indicated that he wants to 
have a Jewish marriage. Let me 
be clear as to what I mean by 
by that. I do not mean merely 
that the marriage ceremony is 
performed by a rabbi either to 
assuage parents or to allow the 
Jewish partner to keep a foot 
in both camps according to Jew- 
ish ritual. 

“I mean that both partners, 
the Jew and the non-Jew, under- 
stand that the marriage is the 
beginning of the creation of a 
Jewish family. Most tangibly 
this would display itself in the 
upbringing of the children but is 
most assuredly not confined to 
that. We well know the fallacy 
of parents leading one life and 
trying to teach their children to 
live another. 

“The big stumbl!ng block I be 
lieve is that question whether 
an unwillingness on the part of 
the non-Jewish mate to convert 
to Judaism necessarily means an 
unwillingness or inability to cre- 
ate a Jewish marriage. 

“On the basis of my experience 
I would say it does not. Looking 





at the total situation, the failure 
to convert before marriage ig 
by no means as discouraging as 
it appears. When we consider 
that she could forego much ques. 
tioning and soul-searching mere. 
ly by saying ‘yes’ and not mean. 
ing it, it may well be a sign of 
strength of character that the 
fiancee is able to say ‘no.’ It 
makes me believe that her ‘yes’ 
when she says she will raise the 
children as Jews, is not said with 
fingers crossed.”

If one is seeking a brief 
and concise definition of the role 
of the Finance Committee, 
better one is available than that 
given by Joseph M. Kahn, ex-

ecutive director of Temple Israe} 
in Minneapolis. Mr. Kahn began 
a presentation to a workshop of 
the 45th Biennial Assembly of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations in November, 
1959, with the following: “The Fi- 
nance Committee is a_ vehicle 
which provides the proper rec- 
ords, guidance, and the business- 
like and efficient approach to 
the synagogue’s fiscal operation.”’ 





IF ONE WERE to choose the 
Most important word in Mr. 
‘Kahn’s brief definition, which 
one would it be? In order for the 
Finance Committee to play its 
proper role, the most important 
word must be “guidance,” for 
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this committee’s responsibility 
extends bevond the limits of the 
program year. Unfortunately, too 
many congregations call it quits 
when the annual budget is in 
balance. 


Mr. Kahn again put it succinct- 
ly when in his presentation he 
said, “At the onset we must 
acknowledge the need for proper 
planning of our financial opera- 
tions. These plans must be based 
upon an adequate and depend- 
able income, without which we 
cannot plan and provide our con- 
gregants with a well-rounded 
program. As we read in* the 
Pirkeh Ovoth, ‘Im aim kemach 
ain Torah’, .. if we don’t have 
the necessary sustenance we 
can’t have Torah or learning.” 


What does an adequate and de- 
pendable income mean? What 
does the Finance Committee do 
about it? In Mr. Kahn’s approach 
it encompasses the following: 
“The responsibility of the Fi- 
nance Committee does not end 
with merely planning adequate 
income and dependable income 
and the control of expenditures. 
What of the future? Are we con. 
sidering long-range, future pro- 
grams? Are we considering the 
need for the replacement of 
building and equipment ... 
These and many more such prob- 
lems must be considered ard 
provision made for the accum- 
ulation of sufficient reserves 
with which to plan the solution 
of such problems.” 


ONE SHOULD not get the im- 
pression that the Finance Con: 





mittee must completely divorce 
itself from current financial 
needs of the congregation. In 
reality, it can only do its long- 
range planning well if it is con- 
sious of and directly involved in 
the supervision of the current 
picture. This is exemplified by 
its role at Temple Beth El in De- 
troit. Mr. John C. Hopp, then 
president of the synagogue, de- 
scribed the function of their Fi- 
nance Committee in these words: 


“To supervise the administra- 
tion of the congregational bud- 
get, once it is adopted. This in- 
volves the setting of monthly 
quotas for dues collections, the 
approval of vouchers by commit- 
tee heads, preparation of month- 
ly financial reports, etc. 

Mr. Hopp then proceeded to cite 
four areas of concern for the Fi- 
nance Committee that create a 
line of demarcation between its 
role and that of the Budget Com. 
mittee: 


1) To present monthly com- 
parative financial reports to the 
Board of Trustees through the 
synagogue’s treasurer. 


2) To review the annnal fi 
nancial report prepared by the 
Certified Public Accountants and 
to submit same to the Board of 
Trustees for their review. The 
auditor’s report, which repre- 
sents the official financial re- 
port of the congregation, is a 
comprehensive document, con- 
taining a statement of assets 
and liabilities, a statement of re- 
serve funds, an operating state- 
ment, a breakdown of dues struc- 


ture, a listing of the insurance 
portfolio, a statement of ceme- 
tery operation, a statement of 
special funds, etc. 

3) Review annually, in coopera- 
tion with the Membership Com- 
mittee, the dues structure of the 
congregation, with the idea in 
mind of correcting inadequarcies 
in members’ dues .. . increasing 
the revenue of the congregation. 

4) To review any extraordin- 

ary, unforeseen expenses, not in 
the budget, and to recommend 
action upon same to the Board 
of Trustees. 
” A SYNAGOGUE Finance Com- 
mittee that is truly fulfilling its 
function can be the trail blazer 
for a religious program of depth 
and meaning for the member- 
ship. It can provide the fiscal 
stability that will enable the pro- 
fessional and spiritual leadership 
to apply itself to the basic, fun- 
damental tasks of the synagogue. 
This was put most cogently at 
the same workshop by Jack J. 
Lehrman of the Washington, 
D. C. Hebrew Congregation, 
when he closed his remarks with 
the following: 


“The Finance Committee should

Urged by Catholic Priest 


HARTFORD, Conn, (P-O)—Re- 
peal of Connecticut’s 50-year-old 
compulsory sterilization law was 
urged here by Father Robert F. 
Drinan, S.J., dean of the Boston 
College Law School, in an ad- 
dress before the Hartford Arch- 
diocesan Bureau of Social Serv- 
ice.

mental liberty to Connecticut 
citizens.” 


“Even if it were scientifi- 
cally established — which it is 
not—that two feeble-minded in- 
dividuals would procreate a 
child with serious mental de- 
ficiencies,” declared Father 
Drinan, “the state could still 
hardly require that these indi- 
viduals be deprived of such a 
fundamental liberty as the right 
to marry and have offspring.” 


He said that since the law 
was enacted, a total of 544 peo- 
ple have been sterilized, of 
which 498 were women, 


Father Drinan deplored tke 
fact that laws similar to Con 
necticut’s sterilization law had 
been enacted in Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont.

NEW YORK (P-O)—The pic- 
ture of religious and cultural 
conditions among Soviet Rus- 
sia’s three million Jews is 
“tragic,” according to Rabbi 
Rosenberg. 

“I was to discover,” he said, 
“that the general Soviet cam- 
paign against religious ideology 
had additional overtones when 
applied to Jews.” 

Paul Anatolovich Dazhorozny, 
vice-chairman of the National 
Council of Religious Cults, told 
Rabbi Rosenberg that only old 
people with memories that ante- 
dated the revolution were in- 
terested in religion amd attended 





the churches.

But Dr. Rosenberg said serv- 
ices at the Synagogues in Mos- 
cow, Leningrad and Kiev were 
crowded, many of the congre- 
gants being young people. 

When he talked to the young 
people about their interest in 
religion however, he asserted, 
they appeared dubious about dis- 
cussing the subject with him 
and looked about them in fear 
and trembling. 

Dazhorozny said the state tries 
to assist those who wish to at- 
tend religious services and pro- 
vides churches and synagogues 
wherever they are wanted. 

“But,” added the vice-chair- 
man of the National Council of 
Religious Cults, “it is quite clear 
that communism and religion 
are impossible together. Com- 
munism is an interpretation of 
life based upon a scientific and 
rational approach and it de- 
mands that man overthrow the 
yoke of mythological mystical 
and irrational God-beliefs.

“Despite his talks of Const, 
tutional guarantee for religious 
freedom,” asserted Rabbi Rosen. 
berg, “the paradoxial nature of 
this liberty was more clearly re 
vealed when one realized that 
the entire religious destiny of 
millions of Russians lies in the 
hands of this zealous, commit 
ted ‘scientific atheist’ and his 
colleagues. 


“Was the Council of Cults jp. 
deed established to protect the 
religious rights of the faithfy 
or is it actually a legal means 
of ‘protecting’ the faithful from 
religion? 

“Will Russian Jews survive ag 
Jews? Everywhere I went, this 
was the basic question I posed, 
And there were two firm and 
confident answers to this query, 
From Russian officials ‘They 
can but they won’t.’ From Jews 
‘We dare not but we will.’ 

“In July, 1958, the Soviet au 
thorities in a report submitted to 
the United Nations indicated 
that 50 synagogues were open 
and available to Jewish wor. 
shippers.” 


Rabbi Rosenberg reported that 
in the three cities of Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kiev, where more 
than one-third of Russia's 
3,000,000 Jews live, he found 
only three synagogues in Mos 
cow and one each in Leningrad 
and Kiev. 


When he confronted Dazho- 
rozny with these figures, the 
Soviet official admitted there 
were “no more than 100 syna- 
gogues throughout Russia 
today.” 


' When Rabbi Rosenberg asked 
Dazhorozny if that meant that 
350 synagogues had been closed 
since 1956, the Soviet spokesman 
merely shrugged and gave no 
answer.

raites by Dr. S. Z. Cahana, ii- 
rector general of the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs, who said that 
they were fully recognized by 
the Jewish State as Jews and not 
as a minority. 


He said he was speaking in the 
name of the Ministry, after con- 
sultations with various govern 
ment agencies including tie 
Prime Minister’s Office. He tol- 
leaders of the Karaite commu- 


nity that the Ministry would 
start caring for the religious 
needs of the community. 

Despite these words of re- 
assurance from Dr. Cahana the 
fact still remained that Karaites 
are not readily permtted to ir- 
termarry with other Jews. Dr. 
Cahana said he was still discuss- 
ing this problem with the rabbl- 
nate.

AS OUR STUDENTS SEE US ~ 


(See News Story in This Issue) 

The news story retailing the dreary story of Jewish 
students on the campus at the university of Colorado should 
make many Jewish parents wake up It also should shake 
the Jewish community. This is your son and your daughter, 
not someone else’s. 

It is not that our Jewish students on campus—the 
situation at Colorado is no better or worse than elsewhere— 
are bad. It is that we have been willing to blind ourselves to 
the true conditions. If our memory serves us correctly, it 
was the Hillel Director at the U. of Colorado, who took 
exception to a recent exposition by us of the facts of life 
on the campus and said it wasn’t so at Boulder. 

Once we know what the situation is on campus, then 
we no longer can go around with a self-satisfied smirk 
because we’ve built handsome Hillel edifices on campuses 
all over the U. S. ‘ 


These are empty barns just as our synagogues 


throughout the year were it not for the social affairs. 

If we are to weigh Jewish life on the campus, we must 
consider the good also. And the good is that these selfsame 
college students of 10 years ago, who wouldn’t be caught 
dead in a Hillel House, and who dated shicksas all the time, 
are now taking up the reins of leadership in our local 
Jewish communities. They are pillars of our congregations 
with their children flooding the capacities of our religious 
schools. 

If we concede then that all is not lost, and that the 
pride of our youth is not being overwhelmed by non-Jewish 
values, where are we? 

We are at the place where we nave got to recognize 
that traditional Jewish values can be cast aside only at 
our peril. 

Sooner or later, the Jews will be like everyone else— 
with our divorce rate no less than that of the majority, 
with our share of delinquents equal to our percentage in the 
population and the incidence of Jewish alcoholics precisely 
that of non-Jewish alcoholics. 

The environment is all powerful. 

Our Jewish college kids are rebelling—rebelling against 
authority, parental and otherwise—they feel the weight of 
the tense world situation even more than do we adults, and 
they reflect the deep hurt of anti-Semitism which they 
recognize all about them. If on top of this they find nothing 
in the activities of their parents or in the Jewish com- 
munity as a whole which is meaningful to them, then you 
have a situation which cannot lead but to deterioration. 

How will the Jewish parents react now? Will they 
brush off this new knowledge as they have brushed off 
repeated warnings that all is not well with our cam- 
pus youth? 

The problem is how to make Jewish values and prac- 
tices important enough in the eyes of Jews today to bring 
some meaning into being Jewish. 

The Reconstructionists have begun an assault on these 
ramparts through their fellowship program (P-O, May 19). 
We hope that individual congregations of other branches of 
Judaism will seek to involve themselves in testing out this 
. “fellowship approach.” It holds much in the way of reward 
if successful. But even if it fails, it at least will point up the 
essential core of the problem of Judaism today, something 
which we seem to have forgotten in the vast energies we 
pour out as Jews for Jewish causes, most of which are a 
coverup for our lack of willingness to do the things that 
make us practicing Jews. 


ROCKWELL, FREEDOM RIDERS 


The comparison between the freedom riders and the 
Rockwell “hate bus” is inevitable in view of the fact that 
both have invaded the South. 

Those who champion the right of the freedom riders 
and criticize the action of the Alabama and Mississippi 
officials who have hounded these stalwarts attempting to 
win de facto a right granted them de jure by federal law, 
must pause to consider the case of Rockwell and his anti- 
Semitic Nazi group. 

In New Orleans, the Nazi group was forced to cover 
their anti-Semitic signs. In Montgomery, they were warned 
by police and ordered to leave the city. 

There are differences, both legal and moral between 
the two, but the activities of Rockwell are permitted by 
our laws and no Jewish organization has ever sought a law 
to abridge freedom of speech to deter anti-Semites.

In line with: the editorial and news story 
on Jewish college students in this issue, we 
are reprinting some views of college students 
whose parents are members of Rabbi James A. 
Wax’s Temple Israel in Memphis, These were 
delivered at the annual homecoming service 
which has become more or less a standby with 
all congregations during the winter vacation. 


The lofty goals expressed by most of the 
excerpts seem not to discuss what.is really 
bothering these Jewish students, if anything. 
Only the first—that by Princeton U. student 
Ronald Borod, seems to ask for something 
more. We can’t judge from these excerpts 
whether the full papers did take up some of 
the problems, and in fact, the nature of the 
occasion and the subject assigned by Rabbi 
Wax may have been such that these students 
were not expected to extend their papers into 
this area. 


Incidentally however, it would be a good 
exercise and one that might shed some fine 
insights, if these same studénts were asked to 
comment on our news writeup of the situation 
on the campus at Colorado U. and our editorial 
in the adjoining column. 


“Some of the most important aspects of 
education can be received from society alone. 
In some respects our American society is fav- 
orable for developing youth. It is a very ac- 
tive, dynamic society, with ever-increasing op- 
portunities for advancement. But this is not 
enough. In fact, the very abundance of oppor- 
tunities is the cause of one of America’s great- 
est shortcomings. Life for most Americans is 
a very strained and hurried experience. This 
is best described by Andrew M. Greeley. Says 
Greeley: ‘Contemplation is a casualty of the 
American way of life. We simply do not have 
time for it. We read poetry as we would a 
detective story. We listen to opera, chamber 
music and symphonies on our FM’s while we 
do the morning dishes or prepare income tax 
statements. We visit art museums as we would 
tour the Grand Canyon. Our nation has so 
much leisure time that it has a ‘Leisure prob- 
lem’ and yet it lacks the essential leisure of 
contemplation. 


“How many of you here tonight have ac- 
tually taken time out from your busy routine 
for a little meditation? How many have es- 
caped from the disorganized hubbub of soci- 
ety to formulate and evaluate your own ideals? 
In a world so uncertain as it is today, we must 
find more time for contemplation.”

“In the 1960’s we as Jewish college students 
expect to maintain our identities as Jews and 
be accepted as individuals by our fellow stu- 
dents. There is no longer any need to segre- 
gate ourselves from our fellow students be- 
cause of differences in religion. College activ- 
ities nowadays are planned so as to include all 
faiths. Robert Louis Stevenson summed up our 
aspirations for the next decade when he said, 
‘to be what we are, and to become what we are 
capable of becoming, it is the only end of life.’ 


“As we start into the next decade, the 
1960’s, we as Jewish college students expect 
future improvement in some of the present 
college standards. We expect a change in the 
quota system whereby a certain number of 
Catholic, Protestants, and Jews are accepted 
by the various colleges. We look for removal 
of questions concerning religious affiliation 
from the college application blanks.”

“In the 60’s I feel that every man should 
strive to have every other man on his side. 
When a person is our enemy and dislikes or 
hates us, how should we overcome this hatred?

Converted Jewess Replying to Critic Claims 
Judaism by Choice Equals Judaism by Birth

My subscribtion to The POST 
and OPINION has just started so 
I did not read the statements by 
Rabbi Harry Essrig relating to 
converts, but was treated to com- 
ments by Mrs. H. L. Sherman 
in your issue of May 12. 

Mrs. Sherman seems to be ‘a- 
boring under the false impres- 
sion that the whole world shares 
her belief that Jewish husbands 
are the best providers, etc., but 
she is mistaken. 


HAVING BEEN obrought up 
outside of Judaism, I know of 
other sayings about Jewish hus- 
bands that are not nearly so 
flattering, one such being that 
they are notorious philanderers. 
It seems to me that any mature 
person would recognize these 
statements for what they are -- 
generalizations being perpetuated 
by people who enjoy believing 
them, mainly because they seem 
to bear out the prejudices al- 
ready in their minds, 

As a sincere convert of long 
Standing — long before there was 
any thought or consideration of 
Marriage to any man, Jewish or 
otherwise I resent being put 
in the category of “meal ticket 
hunter” by any person fortunate 
enough to be a born Jew. It ay- 
pears to me that she has done a 
disservice to Jewish womanhood 
by implying that’ they resent 
outsiders preying on their own 
private hunting grounds. 

MRS. SHERMAN feels that 
our uneasiness comes from giv- 
ing up part of ourselves that was 
“habit and faith and a way of 
life.” I say that is not the reason 
we sometimes feel uncomfort- 
able. Do you imagine that any 
Convert to Judaism has done so 
without profound warnings from 
family and friends? Having lived 
outside of Judaism for many 
years, I know that every Gentile 
child hears things about Jews 
that are extremely uncompli- 
mentary — things I know now 
are lies and slander. 

There is where the uneasiness 
takes hold — in getting to know 
these people who have always 
been made to look so undesir- 
able. Try to imagine a convert 
slowly coming to the realizaticn 
that the Jewish community is 
Teally very similar to that from 
Which she came. She begins to 
Tealize that the dishonest, im- 
Moral Jews she has heard about 
are few and far between in com- 
Parison with the untold numbers 
of clean. living, hard-w orking, de 


cent Jews she has now come to 
know. 

THIS, HOWEVER, is some- 
thing quite different from feel- 
ing uneasy in Judaism itself. 
Most of the converts I know were 
rather weak in their former re- 
ligions and practiced them be- 
cause of parental insistance or 
because they were involved in 
an active youth group at tke 
church they attended. In my 
conversion claSs sOme years ago, 
there were several people — men 
and women — who were not 
about to be married to Jews. 
We discussed at length our rea- 
sons for being- drawn to Judaism, 
and in every case there was the 
feeling that we had arrived at an 
oasis after having been wander- 
ing on a barren desert all of our 
lives, 

These people had long-standing 
doubts about the religions in 
which they had been reared; oue 
girl, in particular, told of a child- 
hood experience she had standing 
before a creche on Christmas and 
wondering, “What am I doing 
here? I cannot take this serious- 
ly.” For this girl, and for most 
of the conversion class, this was 
the place where we were uneasy 
— in a faith we had outgrown 
and which had failed to prove 
itself to our minds. 

MRS. SHERMAN seems to be- 
lieve that Judaism would appeal 
to a convert only on mercenary 
grounds. I have no doubts that 
some converts have embraced Ju- 


daism for convenience reasons, 
but I feel the fajority of us are 
sincere in our beliefs. 

We Jews have a moving and 
profoundly beautiful religion, 
Were she to examine other faiths, 
she would believe, as I do, thac 
Judaism would acquire great 
numbers of converts each year 
if it were to engage in active 
proselytism as it did in ancient 
times. Surely the fortunate per- 
son born to Judaism must sym- 
pathize with the outsider who is 
finally “at home” after struggl- 
ing through an abyss of confu- 
sion in order to get there. 

THE CONVERTS she speaks 
of may have sold their souls 
for the sake of a maid, mink 
stole and prestige place in tne 
congregation. I, for one, have yet 
to acquire any of these things, 
but I do have three children who 
are being raised in Judaism and 
a husband who loves us all. I 
also have my faith — Judaism — 
and in order to keep it I feel 
that the scorn of the Gentiles 
and the cynicism of the Mrs. 
Shermans is little enough price 
to pay. 

Mrs. Sherman may have been 
a Jew before I was, but. I'll bet 
my “heart and understanding” 
are just as Jewish as hers. No 
matter how she tries, she can- 
not make me give up Judaism 
because I waited for it all my 
life.

Eichmann trial is now drawing 
close to a danger Point that has 
been viewea by many as the only 
risk incurred in staging the trial. 


Testimony regarding the slaugh- 
ter of Hungarian Jews has re- 
sulted in hysterical court inter- 
ruptions and the disclosure of 
bits of information which fore- 
shadow what Jews inside ard 
outside of Israel have been hop- 
ing to avoid — namely a full- 
blown re-investigation of Jewish 
dealings and representations on 
behalf of their brethren being 
led to slaughter. 


Observers speculated that as 
the Hungarian testimony unfolds, 
it may once more confront world 
Jewry with the questions posed 
during the famed Rudolf Kast- 
ner trials — “what would I have 
done in his place?” and “Can 
some Jews be bartered into 
slaughter so that other Jews may 
live?” 

Elisheva Senesh, who was the 
correspondent for a Hungarian 
newspaper in Slovakia during the 
war, told the Eichmann. trial 
court that she warned Dr. Pol- 
gar of the Jewish Rescue Com- 
mittee in 1943 that the Nazis 
were gassing Jews at Auschwitz. 
She asserted that he told her she 
was just imagining it. 

This, she asserted, was the only 
reaction she’ got to her efforts 
to persuade the Rescue Commit- 
tee to save the Jews of Slovakia 
by bringing them to Hungary. 

When she was captured by the 
Nazis she escaped from a traiis- 


to reach Budapest. Here she was 
picked up again by the Germans 
and shipped to Auschwitz, where 
she had to wask naked before 
SS troopers. She was assigned 
to a munitions plant in Germany 
instead of the gas chambers. 


Poll Shows 
3 Nations 
OK Trial 


A poll conducted by Dr. George 
Gallup, director of the American 
Institute of Public Opinion, in 
the United States, Great Britain 
and Switzerland, shows that an 
overwhelming majJority of people 
in those three countries believe 
that focusing world attention on 
the horrors of the Nazi era — 
as the Eichmann trial is doing — 
is a good thing for the world. 

In America, 62 per cent oi 
those queried thought the trial 
was a good thing; 18 per cent 
thought it a bad thing. In Great 
Britain, 56 per cent favored it 
and 29 per cent wére opposed. In 
Switzerland, 70 per cent approved 
the trial and 19 per cent disap- 
proved. 


Link Nazi 
To Death 
Of King Boris 


Eichmann was linked to the 
death of King Boris of Bulgaria 
by Deputy Attorney General 
Yaakov Baror whe indicated that 
Boris, who died Aug. 28, 1943, 
after defying the Nazis and sav- 
ing 40,000 Bulgarian Jews, may 
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mann’s Gestapo. Baror said he 
would produce documents to back 
up his charges. 

Witnesses accused Eichmann 
of ordering the extermination of 
81 Czechoslovakian children in 
reprisal for the assassination of 
the notorious Nazi hangman, 
Reinhard Heyrich. The prosecu- 
tion introduced evidence, includ- 
ing a letter from: SS Lt. Col. 
Hermann Krumey, showing that 
Eichmann singled out the chil- 
dren for “special treatment” (a 
Nazi phrase that spelled death) 
in 1942 after Heydrich was slain 
near Lidice. 


Eichmann 
His Own 
Worst Enemy
